ESSEN, April 22—The French 
flag today flies over Essen for 
the first time. A battalion of 
French troops today presented 
arms while curious crowds of 
Germans watched the tri-color 
being hoisted to the top of the 
flag-pole over the Kohlensyndi- 
kat, where the Ruhr coal barons 
once centralized a business of 
100,000,000 tons. The bands of 
the French played the Marseil- 
laise. The ceremony was a short 
one. 

The program had been an- 
nounced for several days and 
there was much _ speculation 
among the Germans as to what 
the raising of the French flag 
might mean, 

At French headquarters, how- 
ever, it was said there was no 
significance attached to the cere- 
mony, which was merely a mat-

French flag flying in the heart 
of the Ruhr. 
Poincare Tells Terms 

TOUR MEUSE, France, April 22. 
—Premier Poincare, apeaking be- 
fore thousands of residents in the 
Meuse department asembled in the 
town of Verd at the unvellling &- 
day of a monument to the war 
dead, reiterated emphatically that 
Frances essential conditions to re- 
appraochment with Germany are 
now, as always. “reparatiors and 
security.” 

The premier drew a para'ie) be- 
tween the earnest and successful ef- 
forte of the French to pay indem- 
nity and lberate thejy territory af- 
ter 1871 and German's apathy, re- 
fusal and resistance in the matter 
of paying after 1918, 

Reply to German 

Replying to the speech recently 
delivered in the reichstag by Baron 
von Rosenberg, M. Poincare said: 

“Germany's minister of foreign 
affairs pretends that we entered the 
Ruhr without sufficient cause and 
that we rejected in January, 1923, 
an offer of thirty billion marks 
made to the allies jointly. This of- 
fer was invented for the occasion; 
it was never made, and if the fig- 
ure thirty millions is named now it 
is doubtless that it would please the 
German Socialists, who suggested | 
it."* 

The premier contrasted the Ger- 
man attitude of 1870 with France's 
entry into the Ruhr “without hostile 
intentions, without menace" but 
hoping for an amicable understand- 
ing with the induftrialists, so thet 
the mines might be operated profit- 
able. But the reich's organized re- 
sistence made occupation of a more 
military character necessary and 
obliged the French and Belgians to 
increase the pressure with the pur- 
pose of inspiring Germany with re- 
speit for her obligations,

“German,” said the premier, 
“geeks to effore, not by repentance, 
but by Hes, the memory of her 
crimes.”

LONDON, April 22.—The visit of 
King George and Queen Mary to 
Italy next month will be the most 
elaborate affair of its character 


since the war. The Itallans are 
planning to outdo any previous ef- 
forts at entertaining royalty. This 
is said to be largely due to the Fas- 
cist!, who wish to contrast the 
splendor of this visit with the rather 
cold reception given by the Italian 
government to the Belgian king and 
queen last year.

The railway yards of Portage, 
which were covered with water up 
to the platforms on Saturday, were 
bare today, and there was wats, 
only in the ditches at each side, 
The flood played havoc with the 
roadbede there, the Cangedian Na- 
tional railway suffering the greatest 
damage.

In Running for Bonar Law’s Job 


LONDON, April 22 — With the 
going becoming harder and harder 
for the Bonar Law government, 
speculation is rife ag to who will be 
next in Ine for the premiership. 

Three men stand out: Earl Cur- 
zon of Kedleston, the Earl of Derby 
and Austen Chamberlain, 

Stanley Baldwin, chancellor of 
the exchequer and strongest mem- 
ber of the present cabinet, seems 
to have been dropped from con- 
sideration since the defeat of the 
government by a snap majority on 
Tuesday, April 10, He was tem- 
porarily taking the place of the 
prime minister, who had lost his 
voice, when the Laborites forced 
the vote while the Tories were still 
straggling in from dinner. For his 
untacful handling of the situation, 
Baldwin has come in for consider- 
able criticism. 

Although the Taborites are rid- 
ing their high horse now, it 's not 
expected that they will be able to 
et the ministry. Only in the last 
analysis would Ramsay MoDonalki 
be asked to form a Labor govern- 
ment, unless the old property- 
owning parties thought this the 
best way of forcing am election and 
badly defeating Labor. 

The chief handicaps which (Lord 
Curzon or Lord Derby would have 
to face would be the growing pre- 
judice against having @ peer as pre- 
mier, 

The likellest figure on the hort- 
zon is Chamberlain if he can be !n- 
duced to come back intg the party 
and unite all wings of the con- 
servatives under him. Even then 
there would be a strong likelihood 
that he would insist on having 
Lioyd George as his chancellor of 
the exchequer and Lord Birken- 
head in another Jmportant Job. 

If the Conservatives failed to 
form a cabinet under these circum-~- 
stances there is @ possibility that 
Lioyd George or Asquith might be 


asked to step in.

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THE CALAMITY CHORUS. 


The member for North Winnipeg did a real 
service to the West a few days ago, when he raised 
a protest against the doleful tone of the speeches 
which Western members have been making in 
Parliament this session. Jt seems to have been 
felt by most of thé members fromthe prairie prov- 
inees that their special duty was to represent con- 
ditions on the Western farm in a way that would 
kill any budding impulse in the minds of people 
elsewhore to come to this country and go on land. 
Tf that were the object they have certainly 
played up to the part. Their contributions to 
Hansard make melancholy reading. It is difficult 
to imagine any sane person in eastern Canada or 
the United States, who has read the press des- 
natches from the capital and has taken these 
disme! delfverances at face value, making up his 
mind to come west and stake his fortune on a 
farm. If there is any considerable movement to- 
ward the vacant prairie land during the next 
year, or so it will have to be on the part of people 
who do not read the newspapers, people whose 
cirenmstances elsewhere are so bad that they can- 
not but be better anyhere else, or people who 
shrewdly sugpect that the Western representa- 
tives have heen using the drab color too freely for 
purposes of their own. If the Western farmers 
wore really so nnanimously and completely down 
and out as their members at Ottawa have been 
saying it would not much matter whether the tale 
were told or not for they would be past help. 

With all respect to these champions of univer- 
sal and hopeless calamity the Western farmers are 
not bankrupt; it is only their representatives who 
are so, and they are trying to exploit the circum- 
stances of their constituents for political capital. 
Most of the present Western members got elected 
by reciting the troubles of the farmers, some very 
real, some partly real, and some imaginary. Hav- 
ing found that to be a good way to get elected 
once, they evidently feel that the same sort of 
palaver may gain them sympathy again.and that 
it will express itself at the ballot box. Wes- 
tern farmer, they seem to fhink, likes to be to'4, 
and ‘have others told, that he is harder up th 
anybody else in Canada. That at any rate is the 
only supposition that accounts for the way they 
continue to inform the world that he is of all men 
most miserable, 

The facts do not support that contention. No- 
body of course claims that the Western farmers 
have been getting rich during the last couple of 
years. Neither have Western townspeople, or 
Eastern townspeople either, for that matter. It 
has been a time of stagnation in trade, deflation 
in the value of farm products, and a more leisured 
reduction in the prices of what the farmer has to 
buy. As wheat during the war went up faster 
and farther than manufactured goods, it has gone 
down faster and farther since the war ended. 
Necessarily the readjustment of values has put 
the whole scheme of things out of hitch for the 
farmer. He is not making much money, in some 
cases none at all above living expenses, and 
where he has failed to get a crop of course he has 
lost. But townsfolk, West and East, have been 
going through the same rough and tumble pro- 
cess. The idle men on the streets have had crop 
failures too, and the cost of living hits them 
harder than it does the farmer, for they have to 
produce rea) money for everything they eat or 
wear or burn. 

But it is not apparent that either the farmer 
or the townsman is made any the better off be 
onnse @ couple of dozen members of parliament 
apend weeks of time and thousands of dollars of 


public money in stating and re-stating and over- 
stating the unfavorable conditions with which he 
ia confronted. That may or may not be a goud 
way to get votes. But it is not a good way to 
help the people who are supposed to be so desper- 
ately needing help, nor to set the country on the 
road to progress and prosperity. Certainly if

the poor house. 

In the same line is the testimony of the former 
member for ManKenzie constituency. He spoke on 
behalf of the Council of Agriculture to a commit- 
tee of the Commons on agricultural conditio.s, 
and told about as sorrowful a tale of the farmer's 
plight as the farmer members-have done. Put 
when he got down tg the basic facts, Mr. Reid 
admitted that he landed in the country with two 
sovereigns in his pocket and that’ his family now 
own 1,100 acres of iand, which he valued at $200 
per acre when he came to compute the cost of pro- 
ducing a wheat crop. As proof of a hard luck 
story, this fragment of personal experience from 
a $220,000 Western farmer surely takes the bun!

‘‘WORKERS PARTY'’ MANIFESTO. 


The Bulletin has been favored with a ‘‘Mani- 
festo of the Workers’ Party of Canada on the 
Immediato Problems of Canadian Labor.’’

Veterans, Citizens and the Boy 
Scouts Did Honor to Those 
Who Fell 


In appreciation of the deeds of 
| those Canadians who held the line, 
<when the first German gas drove 
‘pack the French regulars, and in 
memory of those from the dominion 
that right 
should triumph over might, 8st. 
Julien’s day was fittingly celebrated 
here yesterday. 

At 2:30 p.m, the various troops 
of Boy Scouts in the clty assembled 
at the C.P.R, depot, and headed by 
the Newsboys band, marched down 
Jasper avenue to the First Baptist 
church, where arrangements had 
been made by the Ked Chevron club 
for a memortal service. The boys 
were marched to the front of the 
church, the remeinder of the build- 
ing being occupied by the veterans 
ib |and their families, in eddition to 

the Newsboys band and the pipers 
of the 49th battalion. 

Hon. Herbert Greenfield and Ma- 
yor D. M. Duggan occupied seats on 
the rostrum, while the service was 
| conducted by the Rev. G, A. Clarke 

| —ex-private soldier of ‘the front 

line. The first item of the program 
jwas the National Anthem, sung 
| lustily by all and accompanied by 
the bands, after which the Rev. 
J. W. Bainbridge recited the invo. 
cation and the thirty-sixth hymn 
Was sung. The scripture lesson was 
read by Rev. Captain K. C. McLeod, 
and a ‘beautiful anthem rendered by 
then the 48th 
| pipers play the Lament, and to the 
music of the Newsboys band “Peace, 
Perfect Peace’ was sung. 

The Memorial day address was 
delivered by Dr. H. M. Tory, who 
called back to memory the gacri- 
fices made by the Canadians, eighi 
years ago, when the Germans first 
used gas; when the French colonial 
troops terrified by this hellish in- 
vention broke and fled, their men 
| choking and falling dead as they 
ran. Then the untried, the “‘un- 
| disciplined’’ Canadians were left to 
‘bear the brunt of the attack; they 
| held the line despite eufferings un- 
pe, | onesie, and in spite of the devas- 

tation wrought by this new terror 
climbed out of their front trenches 
and went to the attack. 

“It wes @ great day for civiliza- 
tion,” @aid Dr, Tory, “when the 
British held the line for the whoie 
world.” The speaker then touched 
on whet the league of nations was 
endeavoring to do and reverting to 
‘the theme of another poasible world 
catastrophe gaid “I am a pactfist 
in apirit, and I pray that another 
war wil] never come. Should this 
happen, however, I know that the 
men of British ‘blood wil! not stand 
mt he see the whole world brutal- 

On the conclusion of Dr. Tory's 
address the Rev. J. C. Bowen de- 
livered a prayer and R. L. Bateman 
gave a splendid rendering of “There 
is no Death,” following which the 
Boy Scouts’ martial hymn “Abide 
With Me” was sung by the Scouts, 
and the 217th hymn by the congre- 
gation led by the Newsboys band 

Outside the sacred building the 
boy® were once more marshalled into 
lvops, marched to the junction of 
103rd street and Jasper avemue and 
dismissed. What St. Julien's day 
means to those who fought need 
not be commented upon, and cer- 
tain it is that the boys who had the 
significance of the event explained 
to them (by their scoutmasters also 
recognized that what it celebrates 
is one of the outstanding features 
in Canadian history.
